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27. (Currenrly Amended) A lighting system for Muminaiing an object, 

said lighting system comprising. 

a first Jummaire including a first homogenous light distribution 
chamber and a second homogenous light distribution chamber both defined by a first 
side wall, said second homogenous light distribution chamber further defined by a 
first light emission window; 

a second lummaire including a third homogenous light disiribution 
chamber and a fourth homogenous light distribution chamber both defined by a 
second side wall, said fourth homogenous light distribution chamber further defined 
by a second light emission window; 

wherein? a first edge of said first light emission window lies against a 
second edge of said second Ught emission window; and 

wherein said first side wall and said second side wall both include a 
light-transmittmg material. 

28. (Previously Added) The lighting sysiern of claim 27, 
wherein said first side wall abuts said second side wall. 

29. (Previously Added) The lighting system of claim 27, 

wherein said first side wall and said second side wall are integrated to 
form one side wall. 
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30. (Currently Amended) The fighting system of claim 27, 
wherein said first luminaire includes a curiam disposed within said 

second homogenous light distribution chamber; 

wherein, when at least one tubular lamp is located wiihin said first 
homogenous light distribution chamber, at least a portion of anv hght emitted by the 
at least one tubular lamp passes through said curtain into said second homogenous 
hght distribution chamber with a first homogenous light distribution; and 

wherein at least a portion of any light passing into said second 
homogenous light distribution chamber passes through said first hght emitting 
window with a second homogenous light distribution. 

31. (Currently Amended) The lighting system of claim 27, 
wherein said a second homogenous Ji^ht distribution chamber is 

further defined by a carrier wall; 

wherein, when the at least one tubular lamp is located within said first 
homogenous light distribution chamber, at least a portion of anv light emitted by the 
at least one tubular lamp passes through said carrier wall into said second 
homogenous light distribution chamber wiih a first homogenous light distribution;
